The Leningrad Railroad System fulfilled the February plan for freight 
loading 1X5 percent, and for unloading 106 percent. Hundreds of freight ears 
above plea were loaded with timber, ferrous metals, wood, and products of 
Leningrad enterprises. The turnover of railroad care has been speeded up. 

Storing a 2-month period, locomotives hauling heavy freight transported more 
then 170,000 tons of freight above plan. 

OMSK, TOMSK RAILROADS 0UTLX3E FLAKS — Sovetskaya Slbir’, Wo 24, 5 Feb 49 

Stakhanov Ite worker# end officials of the Cnak and Tomsk Railroad Systems 
recently concluded the new agreement on 1949 competitions in a meeting at 
Chulym ttaticm. The meeting also discussed results of 1948 operations on both 
railroad systems. 

The Tomsk Railroad System achieved a considerable increase in freight haul- 
ing in 1948 over 1947. The 1948 leading plan was fulfilled ICO. 3 percent, an 
Increase of 8*7 percent loading volume over 1947. The unloading plan wan ful- 
filled 104.6 percent, an increase of 11.6 poroent over 1947. Railroad oar turn- 
over was accelerated 3.9 percent over 1947, and the average epeed, excluding 
atope (tekhaloheekaya ekorost 1 ) , was increased 3*8 peroont. The Omsk Railroad 
System exceeded the 1948 loading and unloading plana, and for the most part 
maintained uninterrupted transport of the increasing volume of freight. 

Omsk railroad workers have pledged to fulfill the 1949 loading plan 105 
percent and achieve the 1950 level of transport in the third quarter of 1949. 
Toesk workers have pledged to attain the 1950 level of transport by 1 July 1949. 
The Tomsk railroad workers, officials, Party organizations, and political 
divisions must increase their efforts to strengthen discipline and to observe 
the correct methods of operation. Improvement in the operation of the Tomsk’ 
traffic service (chief, II* in), which has been at a low level, is of primary 
import area. II' in and Fleyehmen, chief engineer of the service, have not been 
successful in eliminating disorganization end delays in forming and dispatching 
trains in a number of large terminals, the unprofitable use of locomotives, 
and the Inefficient operation of sections and stations on the system. The 
track service (chief, Bllznyuk) ie also unsatisfactory. Poor administration has 
been the chief reason for failure of snow-removal methods in the southern sector 
of the system and for delay in the movement of trains. 

Thera are several deficiencies in the operation of the Omsk Railroad 
System, particularly in the Barablnsk 8ectlon, which has not been maintaining the 
schedule for rur turnover.

TRANSBATXAL RAILROAD X*4£S IN 1948 — Zkbaykal’skiy Rabocfciy, No 22, 2 Feb 49 

Th© Transbaykal Railroad System did not fulfill the 1948 plan for loading, 
although it exceeded the plan for freight hauling by 19 percent. Th© Chita 
Seotion cf the oystejj had particularly poor results in its 1948 operations. 
Railroad Car turnover vac slewed down considerably, the schedule for speed per 
sector waa not maintained, and movement of trains according to schedule was only 
60 percent of that scheduled. Work of the section in January continued to be 
unsatisfactory. Only 29 percent of th* trains operated on schedule in January 
and the plan for coal loading was continually disrupted. jBuch coalitions indicate 
i, that the Chita Section le not successful in overcoming winter operati ng diffi- 
culties end that the section management has been inefficient in organising 
operations. A recent conference of Party workers In the section considered these 
problems, and concluded that ora of the main difficult lee is that many primary 
Party organisations have not been carrying out mass political wort a w ig the 
section 7 e workers. 

The conference found that many other enterprises la the section have been 
lagging, including Chita Station No 1, the lagfutfkaya and Chita Railroad Oar 
Sectors, and others. None of th® shifts in tne Chita, Mogzon, sad larymskiy 
terminals have been operating on schedule and the plana for forming traina are 
continually disrupted. Ladygin, chief cf the Chita Station No 1, was criticised 
for having failed to introduce Improvement measure* for the station's operation. 
The tarfiftdSQR Terminal for a long time has been a real barrier to the rapid 
movement of trains. The terminal had a 26 -percent turnover in man power", in- 
cluding highly skilled workers, in 1948. Party organizations at all terminals 
in the Chita Section were criticized for fei\i£g to improve the operation of 
their enterprises and for failing to exert control ever th© ©con calc activity 
of thee© enterprises. 

The Chita Locomotive Sopot was criticized for failing to observe th© «j gn |- 
No 500 of tu© Ministry of Transportation which decreed bonus 
wr^es for engineers of heavily loaded trains. The depot continually sends out 
under-loaded trains. 
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
